DETAILS: 

I. BACKGROUND 
Residence 


On February 4, 1964, LOUIS ARGER was observed to 
maintain his residence at 6128 North Keating in Chicago. 
The residence at that address is a large stone home on 
the southwest corner of Keating and Hiawatha in the 
Sauganash Section of Chicago. Two automobiles were 
observed in the attached garage, one a 1960 Pontiac with 
1963 Illinois License GK 6922, and the other a 1962 Pontiac 
with 1963 Illinois License GK 6921. A large German 
Shepherd dog was chained near the entrance to the garage. 


Citizenship Status 


CG T-1 advised on February 12, 1964, that he 
had received information from the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS) in Chicago, Illinois, that INS investigation 
has disclosed an arrest of LOUIS ARGER in 1928 under the 
name of LOUIS PAULOS, which was believed to be supported 
by fingerprints. At that time, ARGER was convicted of 
robbery and placed on twelve months probation. Five 
affidavits were made by various persons at the time ARGER 
was naturalized in 1939 to the effect that ARGER and 
PAULOS are the same person. The Chicago Police Department 
number for LOUIS PAULOS is 37922. Prior to the submission 
of a request for revocation of-citizenship, ARGER was 


requested interview with INS, but his 
attorney , would not allow his client to be 
interviewed, -L advised that if ARGER's citizenship 
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is taken away from him because of the undisclosed arrest 
record, it would still not be enough to deport him but he 
would be an alien and any conviction regarding vice charges 
would allow proceedings against him for deportation, 


CG T-1 advised on February 17, 1964, that the 
persons who submitted affidavits at the time ARGER was 
naturalized could not be located. CG T-1 went on to say 
that ARGER's first wife, HELEN MITCHELL,nee MICHALAK, is 
now residing under the name HELEN COOPER at 900 North 
Lake Shore Drive, Apartment 2413, Chicago, Illinois. 


Travel 


CG T-2 advised in December, 1963, that LOUIS 
ARGER had been in Florida and upon returning, was reported 
to say that he is doing extremely well with the strip joints 
which were then operating full force with little police 
interruption.

During the 1940s, the films then used in the 
South State Street arcades were reviewed by Chicago authorities 
and were found to be free from obscene material. Since that 
time the arcade operators have been using the same titles 
and review numbers although the films are not the same 
as those reviewed at that time. ‘When the films were first 
confiscated in September, 1963, the arcade operators made 
the statement that the same films were being used and when 
the States Attorney's Office called in representatives of 
the manufacturers of the film, the arcade operators 
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SA JOHN H, WILMES/dlk 2/17/64.

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changed their story and then stated that they were using 
"copies" of the original films. Since the ruling of 
Judge. MORRISEY, LOUIS ARGER has had all of the films 

and equipment returned to hin. 


The Federal Anusement Tax Stamps issued for the 
arcades on South State Street cover all the machines in 
a given arcade, although it must be stated how many 
anusenient devices are located in each place. The machines 
confiscated were located in the back rooms of the arcades 
and were operated through the use of quarters. Each 
quarter inserted in the machine provides about 30 seconds 
of viewing tine and it-takes approximately 5 or G quarters 
to view an entire fiim,
